Still che city ia 
much better off than this time last year, 
when the mortality was 2,009, and present 
figures are moro than 800 better than those 
of tho quinquonnial period.

A Rift in the Lute.

Throughout the’ whole of 
Chins we sed nowfrailwaya being projected 
and in some casea actually completed, 
muinly, I regret to aay, by the enterprise 
of those other than British. The race ia 
to the swift and wo cannot grudge the wall- 
earned success of our commercial rivala who 
under other flage press forward where our 
British investor apparently-feara to tread, 
The British investor I am informed on high 
authority does uot eure to put his monoy 
into railways in China, and in view of 
tho aid that other Governments +rehdor 
thuir nationals, while our Foreign Office 
refurca tu give us equal eupport, it 
ig not perhaps sutpricing that British 
concessions for railways in China languish 
whilo we seo foroign capital freely spont in 
developing foreign concessions. The Un- 
dar Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
is reported at & recont guthoring in London 
to havo made a statoment to the following 
effect. Speaking on behalf of the Foroign 
Office, he anys :—* We are alive to the im- 
portance of railway development in civilis- 
ing & country and in promoting ity com- 
meroinl development. ence 
in China wo had not ourselves administra- 
tive responsibility and the work muat 
done by the foresight motives and self- 
interest of private capitaliata.' This I think 
fully explains, and ina manner justifias, 
the attitude of tho British investor, Whe- 
ther or natthe Under Secretary of State 
har been correctly reported I am not ina 
pontion ta say, but even though he may not 
ave made use of the words ubove quoted 
the policy of the Foreign Oflice aa 
understund by usin here clearly detined, 
Tho timo hus now arrived however when 
ap exception should be made to this policy. 
Au T have already statod, the prospority 0 
this Colony depends upon its maintai 
its position ass distributing centre for the 
trade of South China, This boing tho 
case it is imperative that the first railway 
line connecting Canton with the sea should 
bo the Canton-Kowloon Railway, If funds 
for this linc, ostimated ata tmiltion and a 
half sterling, cannot bo raised by other 
meana, ther our orcign and Colonial 
Mlices shevld join hands, This Colony

SUPREME COURT. 


IN BANKRUPTOY JURISDICTION, 


(Before His Lordship Sir W. M. Qoodman, 
Chief Fustice.) : 


Thuraday, April 28, 1004. 
AUPLICATION POR 4 DEBTOR'S RELEABE, 
Mr J. Hays applied for the releaso of 

Lau Yuk Sam, who was committed to pri- 
son last woek for onntempt of Court, in 
failing to aupply the Official Recoiver with 
a statement of his affairs. This hnd now 
boen done. 

Tho Ohicf Justice rearked that it waa 
singular that the debtor while in prison 
cvuld filo hin atatemont of affaira when he 
could not do x» whilo he war freon. AB in 
deposit of 9500 hid boen arranged na 
security and » further bond for a like 
amount as guarantee fer the debtor's ap- 
pearance, he would grant bis release in o 
week's time, provided (ho securities were 
in order. 

APPLICATION FOR COBTK, 

Mr H, W. Looker (of Messra Descou, 
Looker und Deacon) applicd to have the 
corte af an action brought by a creditor 
against R, A. Collins, which hw alleged hud 
the eftect of fureing the debror into bank- 
ruptey, thereby preserving hia property for 
distribution among the creditors, paid out 
of tha estate. 

The Chief Justice held that the action 
did not preserve any of the property of the 
debtor, and refused te grant the applica- 
tion,
